quitting school in the 


north, young Walsh entered the Wash- 
ington'Light Artillery, and was a brave 
soldier in tho confederate service. 
At 


the close of the war he went into busi- 
ness, and being offered some official po- 
sition—city alderman, I think—by the 
new state authorities, was instantly 
lighted upon, notwithstanding his rec- 
ord, and treated so coarsely by the un- 
ilisciplinud press of the city and state 
that ho has never re-entered the rebel 
lines. 
Ho held no position or advan- 


tage, and became wealthy by operations 
with his own money in sugar, staples, 
bonds etc. He said to me: "Hayes'pol- 


ioy, which now looks rose-colored enough 
to him, will eventuate in a second revo- 
lution. I apprehend that the next out- 
break will be among thc'blacks. 
In al- 


most every instance where the whites 
have recovered power in the south since 
the war they have slowly tightened the 
screws on their former slaves, ,so as to 
secure a practical revival of 
serfdom.

An examination of the statutes now 


in force on the subject of the compen- 
sation of members of congress shows 
they arc allowed mileage for two ses- 
sion i only in each congress, and that it 
camml be paid to thorn before the first 
day of each "regular session " A deci- 
sion of 
the first comptroller of the 


treasury has determined that a called 
session is not ''a regular session" within 
the moaning of the act of August 16 
IS5I1, mid that therefore a member is 
not entitled to mileage at such session 
whether he be an old or a new member 
In the easos of the extra session ol 
congress uf 1871, and the special ses- 
sion of the senate to consider tho trea- 
ty of Washington, etc., mileage was pit 
vidod for by special enactment, but un- 
less some special provision of law bi, 
made hereafter there will be no mileage 
paid to representatives or senators foi 
their attendance at the present cxtni 
session.- In this connection it may be 
stated also that the proviso to the first 
section of the act of March .'(, 1859 
declares that "in no case shall construc- 
tive mileage be computed or paid." 


Cmw»sslonal Exemption from Arrest. 


It is an error to suppose that the 


"privilege" of a senator or representa- 
tive in congress exempts him from ar- 
rest in all cases when ho is in attendance 
during a session of congress, or is on 
his way to, or on his return home from, 
the place of mooting. There arc throe 
classes of crimes or offenses that arc 
not embraced by tho "privilege" which 
exempts them from arrest—viz.: trea- 


son, 
any felony, and broach of the peace,
